A pleasure party had been spend- 
ing the day at Chouteau Springs. a re- 
sort ten miles west of Roonville. and re- 
turning joined four young men in a 
steam launch. As they approached the 
bridge the launch was caught by a sag- 
ging Bell telephone wire and overturned. 
Before help could reach them, Mrs. 
Courtney, her children and Miss Varney 
had disappeared. Misses Mabel Rae hil 
and Kate Hieberger, Ernest Roeschel, 
Richard Smith, Harry Miller and Ray- 
mond Churchill, all of Boonville, saved 
themselves by swimming. Miss Var- 
ney's body was recovered two days after 
the drowning and the children were 
found a week later.

Fall Downstairs Injured His 
Spine and He Was in 
Constant Pain. 





WAS IN USUAL SPIRITS 


Had Said That He Would Try 
to Visit His Office Dur- 
ing the Day, 








Standing at the open window of his 
bedroom in his beautiful residence at 
18 Cabanne avenue, Sam T.. Ratheil, a 
once wealthy reul estate dealer and 
widely known in St. Louis, put a pistol 
0 his right temple and killed himself 
instantaneously at 8:30 a. m. Monday. 
A nioment before firing the shot Ae had

raised the window and had called his 
son, Robert, to hin. 

The young man, who had started 
downtown, hurried back at his father’s 
Summons, but before he entered the 
house he heard the sound of a shot and 
when he reached the second floor: his 
father was dead. 

Long and almost constant suffering 
from an inury to the spine received. 


when he fell down a flight of stairs at 
his home May 12 last is the only known 
motive for Mr. Rathell’s suicide. 

He is said to have had no family trou- 
bles and was thought by his friends to 
be prosperous. His home was considered 
by. many to be the most beautiful resi- 
denee in fashionable Cabanne. Recently 
it has been offered for sale. 

Seemed in Good Spirits. 

Monday morning he arose, apvarently 
in good spirits. During the last few 
days the pain of his injury.had been 
great, but he seemed to be much im- 
proved. To his son Robert he said that 
he would be able to visit his office in 
the Wainwright Building some time in 
the forenoon. | 

Robert left the house at 8:15 to go to 
tne office. He had walked down the 
long drive leading from the house and 
had turned east on Cabanne avenue, 
when he heard the sound of a window 
being raised. 

The famlliar voice of his father-came 


to him, calling: 
“Robert, come back, come back.”’ 
The son, thinking that his father 


wanted to give him instructions regard- 
ing the business in which they are part- 
ners, retraced his steps. 


We saw his father standing at the 
bedroom window in the front of the 
building. The entrance is on the side 


of the house and before Robert reached 
it the front window was hidden from 
his view. 

As he was mounting the front steps 
he heard a sound as though some heavy 
object had fallen to the floor in his 
father’s room. 

Dead When Found. 

‘Hurrying upstairs he found his father 
lying on the floor near the window. In 
his right hand was the revolver, in his 


right temple a. wound. 
Mrs. Nathell, who had been on. the 
first floor, also was attracted by the 


suot. She arrived in the room a moment 
after her son reached there. 
Robert ran haif a block west and sum- 


moned Dr. Gettys, and Mrs. Rathell 
called Dr. Williams over the telephone. 
The physicians saw at a glance that Mr. 
Rathell was dead. 

I:xaminations of his room and his ef- 
fects so far have failed to disclose any 
note of explanation or any indication of 
motive other than his recent suffer- 
ng. 

Members of the family say that fre- 
quently since the accident the pain re- 
sulting from the injury to his spine was 
so greet that it was necessary,\to keep 
two trained nurses in constant ‘attend- 
ance on him. 

The accident which caused his suffer- 
ing occurred while Mr. Rathell was go- 
ing downstairs to dinner. He slipped 
on the polished hardwood staircase and 
fell down the steps. For six weeks hi: 
life was despaired of and at one time’ 
it was feared that if he lived he would 
never be able to walk again. 

In the last few months he has been 
able to visit his office at long intervals, 
but lately he complained that the trips 
downtown caused him much pain. 

Came Here in 1876, 

Mr. Ratheil was 56 years old. He was 
born in Maryland and came to St. Louf 
in 1876. After being employed by Dodd, 
Brown & Sons and other wholesale .., - 
goods firms, he opened a small ‘rei 
estate office 

8 business grew and he had reac 
the zenith of his prosperity in the ean 
®s. In 1896 he was offered the Demo- 
cratic nomination as State Treasurer, 
but he declined it to accept a nomina- 
tion as City Treasurer, for which o office 
he was defeated. After the election he 
was appointed State Fish Commissioner, 
a position which he held for four years. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Oletha 
Rathell, and six children, Sam T._ 
thell Jr. of Neosho, Mo..

FARMERS CAPTURE. 
ROBBER SUSPECT 


Third of Alleged Safeblowers 
Circumvented by Tele- 
phone Message. 








ONE WOUNDED IN FIGHT 





Accused of Crime in St. Gene- 
vieve, They Resist 
Deputies. 


The third of a trio charged with safe- 
blowing, who fought a battle with dep- 
uties, is in the Jefferson County Jail, 
having been captured at Eureka, St. 
Louis County. He gave the name of 
Abe Connell and is said to be a partner 
of Jchn Thompson and George Williams, 
who were arrested near Hillsboro Sat- 
urday, after they had stood off deputies 
with revolvers until Williams was 
wounded in the leg and breast. 

It is said the men blew the safe of a 


lurabcr company at Ste. Genevieve last 
Wednesday, obtaining papers valued at 
$4000 and $50 cash. All three deny knowl- 
edge of the robbery. 

Thompson, Williams and Connell ap- 
peared in Hillsboro Friday night and re- 
mained until Saturday, when they de- 
parted on foot in a northwardly direc- 
tion. 

After their departure Sheriff T. A. 
Hensley suspected their connection with 
the robbery at Ste. Genevieve. He sent 
Deputy Harry Dahl and Special Depu- 
ties George Lawrence and Walter Dahl 
in pursuit. The officers were mounted 
_ soon overtook the trio near Burns- 
ville. 

Connell was captured without resist- 
ance, and was placed in custody of John 
O’Brien, a farrmer. Thompson and Wil- 
liams retreated, and when approached 
by the deputies refused to submit to ar- 
rest. Williams drew his revolver and 
began firing. The deputies also used 
their shotguns, and Williams was twice 
wounded. Then both surrendered, They 
were taken to jail at Hillsboro. 

When the fighting began Connell es- 
caped from O’Brien and secreted him- 
seif in the brush. He appeared at Eure- 
ka Sunday, and William Fromm, having 
been notified by telephone, arrested him 
and surrendered him to the authorities 
of Jefferson County. 


STABBED AT A DANCE. 


Man Trying to Take Wife from 
Fight Is Hurt. 


Trying to’ escort his wife out of a 
dance hall in which a general fight 
was in progress, Martin Veradin, 
years old, of 514 South St. Joseph ave- 
nue, was stabbed in the abdomen and 
is at the City Hospital in a serious 
condition. 

Veradin’s assailant, said to be John 
Marger, is at large, but Veradin says 
that he will be able to_identify him, 
though he’ has never met him before.

Bridge Lined With Spectators, 
as Many Whites as 
Negroes. 





Filled with a religious zeal and spir- 
itual enthusiasm which even a cold east 
wind and the chilling waters of the Mis- 
sissippi were powerless to quench, 62 ne- 
groes, men, women and children, con- 
verts in the Pleasant Garden Baptist 
Church, ‘were baptized Sunday in the 
river at the foot of Washington ave- 
nue. 

The baptismal rite was administered 
by Rev. J. K. Parker, pastor of the 
church, under whose ministry the con- 
verts were taken into the church, as- 
sisted by six, and sometimes by nine, 
elders. 

Fully 5000 persons, fully half of them 
white, witnessed the ceremony. Every 
available viewpoint was utilized. The 
south side of Eads Bridge from the west 
end almost to the middle was packed in 
rows four deep, while the levee, from 
Washington avenue for a*block and a 
half south and for its entire width, was 
filed with people. The top of boats 
and the elevated railroad were filled 
with men and boys. 

The ceremony began at 11:30 a. m. 
and was not finished until 12:45 p. m. 
As soon as a convert was baptized he 
was hurried from the water across 


the Levee, where a vacant storeroom 
had been fitted up as dressing rooms. 


Converts Struggle. 
Nearly every gradation of emotion 
and feeling was displayed by the con- 


verts. Some went down into the water 
calmly and with, dignity. A few wore 
smiles, not of mirth, but of joy. Others 
shouted in excess of fervor. By far 
the larger number screamed, fought, 
kicked and struggled until they taxed 
the strength of the pastor and elders. 
Some fought and struggled all the way 
from the water to the dressing room 
and many began their struggies as soon 
as they entered the water. 

' In several instances only the closin 
of the water over their faces drowne 
the converts’ shouts; and these were 
renewed as soon as they caught their 
breath after the cold plunge. 

A few had to be carried bodily info 
the water, held during the short praser 
and put under the water by force. They 
were carried to the shore, where they 
were given in charge of strong men, 
who carried them, screaming and kick- 
ing, to the dressing room. 

In struggling with one woman. who 
evidently weighed much more than 200 
pounds, two of the pastor’s assistants 
were felled in the water. 

Children Submissive. 

Of the 14 men, half struggled franti- 
cally and had to be held and pushed on, 
carried to the-bank. Two or three 
threw themselves and went under the 
ser ond time before they could be got 
to the shore. The two boys and four 
little girls gave the least trouble, al- 
though one of the girls became hysteri- 
cal after it was all over. 

All the women and girls were dressed 
in white and wore white muslin. Capt. 
Macey wore white slippers and white 
gloves. 

The converts, led by the preacher and 
elders, marched +n a body from Broad- 
way and Washington avenue to the 
river. A short service of song and 
prayer was held, and by that time the 
crowd was so dense that ig was witn the 
greatest difficulty that a passage was 
opened to the water’s edge. 

Onlookers Dodge Sprinkling. 

Going back there was no difficulty, 
as most of the converts were fighting 
and shaking their wet clothes so fiercely 
that the crowd gave them all the right 
of way they needed. 

The congregational singing was at 
first joyful. But as the ceremony con- 
tinued a tenseness was noted, and final- 
ly the singing dropped to a mournful 
chant, broken occasionally by the shout- 
ing of some woman whose emotions 
had overcome her. Soon the crowd was 
raised to the highest pitch of excite- 
ment; women shouted, screamed. and 
struggled, and had to be held by the 
men to keep them from rushing into the 
river. One old woman, whose daughter 
was baptised, went into an ecstacy of 
hysterics and the ceremony was stopped 
until she was quieted. 

Throughout the long ceremony Pastor 
Parker and his assistants stood waist 
deep in the water, and in the most ex- 
citing moments preserved a calm and 
dignified demeanor. It was by their 
calmness and firmness that the crowd 
was kept from getting beyond control,

Every dollar Mr. Carnegie has accumulated in the 
United States has been accumulated from the people 
of the United States under a system he helped to 
frame and has always supported. It is most skillful- 
ly planned to take from the people as a whole the 
right of bargain and to put them at the merty of 
Mr. Carnegie and those who act with him to control 
closed markets. 

The fact that this control is given by law is a 
reason for submission on the part of the public as 
far as the law goes and as long as it stands. But it 
is not a.reason for ignoring realities or for failing to 
define them on proper occasion. The Mayor of Cin- 
cinnati has certainly defined the underlying reality 
of the Carnegie system of collecting and distributing. 
It is at public expense. 
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With so many Rough Riders elevated to office and 
the man who so roughly ejected Mrs. Minor Morris 
from the White House appointed Postmaster of 
Washington, we should be sufficiently rough and 
tough.

STUDY OF VOLCANOES.

MINE OWNERSHIP

gium does not imply any rights 
beyond a certain depth, and should the 
Owner of the surface discover a coal 
deposit underlying his property he must 
first obtain a Governmental concession 
before he can operate. 

The land beyond the prescribed depth 
in which the coal has been discovered 
may be conceded to a person other than 
the owner of the surface, who may 
operate under certain Governmental 
regulations, one of which is that the 
owner of the surface is entitled to 3 
per cent of the value of the coal ex- 
tracted. 

Any foreigner, either for himself or a 
company, can obtain a concession; how- 
ever, the owner of the surface and the 
discoverer of the coal deposit have a 
preferred claim for a concession. Be- 
fore a concession is granted the appli- 
cant must justify against damage to 
the surface and to properly develop and 
operate the mine, as well as to meet 
any other conditions imposed by the 
Government. 

The mine pays to the Government an 
amount determined by the value and 
importance of the concession, after 
which it must pay to the Government 
a sum proportioned to the value of the 
total extraction. The Government 
names the conditions under which 
the mines as well as other industria} 
establishments shall be operated, and 
protect and safeguard the health 
lives of the workmen as well as to pro- 
vide for the public safety. The Govern- 
ment superintends the policing of the 
mines, the use of explosives, and the 
workings of the mine with reference to 
the sanitary conditions and the mechan- 
ical workings.

The Government Prepares to 
Retrench on Pub. Doc. 





‘Lhe plague of public documents and 
its remedy occupied the attention of the 
lower house of Congress recentiy. 
| The calling up by Representative 
Charlies B. Landis; chairman of the 
Committee,on Printing, of his joint reso- 
lution to prevent unnecessary printing 
and to correct evils in the distribution 
xf public documents, brought from all 
parts of the Chamber appeals for pro- 
tection from the flood that flows from 
the Government Printing Office. 

Victor Murdock of Kansas was 
concerned about one form of annoyance. 

“Have you ever seen a hydrographic 
report? he asked Mr. Landis. 

“I never did,’’ answered Mr. Landis, 
“and I haope I never may.” ' 

“They come all the time,” explained 
Mr. Murdock, ‘“‘and they are so full of 
polysyllables that they sound like a 
foreign language. No man not a post- 
graduate of seventeen scientific schools 
can tell whether they are talking about 
icebergs or orange blossoms, and I 
don't want ’em bothering me any more.” 

That brought out Mr. Cooper of Wis- 
consin. ‘‘Somebody has been busy late- 
ly,” he said with bitterness, ‘‘sending 
me three-volume sets of a heavy, bulky 
document which I can understand how 
he should want to get rid of. The last 
set came only last Saturday. It treats 
of the triacic cephalopod genera of 
America, whatever that is. Is there no 
protection ?’’ . 

Mr. Landis said: “There are now 
stored In the basement of the Capitol, 
in the old street car barn, in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, and in two 
warehouses, more than 9500 tons of obse- 
lete documents. At 2 tons to a car it 
would make a train two and a half miles 
long to haul them away from Washing- 
ton. We have either got to have relief 
of some sort or hire more warehouses to 
store the undisposed-of surplus. We 
paid $14,000 last year for the rental of 
the storage rooms.’’ 

The resolution was passed unanimous- 
ly. The abrogation of the rufe that the 
full number of documents must be 
printed, whether required or not, will in 
itself result in a saving estimated at 
$100,000 annually.

SEVENTH VICTIM 


Maryland’s Officer Dies From 
Accident in Kearsarge’s 
Forward Turret Friday. 





CAUSE STILL A MYSTERY 





Portion of Big 13-Inch Piece’s 
Charge Unexploded 
in Gun. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Lieut. Jos. 
W. Graeme, who was injured in the ex- 
plosion on the battleship Kearsarge off 
the Cuban coast Friday, died Saturday 
afternoon. This makes a total of seven 
deaths. Two enlisted men are dan- 
serously wounded. They are William 
King, ordinary seaman, and Frederick 
(. Fisher, chief gunner’s mate. 

Lieut. Graeme of the Maryland, who 
was on the Kearsage to tally the hits, 
Was taken to the cruiser Maryland at 
Guantanamo immediately after the ac- 
cident and Admiral Brownson Sunday 
notified the Navy Department of his 
death. His wife and father live at 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and the body will be 
set ‘home for burial. 

The following official announcement 
is made at the Navy Department: 

“Rear Admiral Brownson telegraphs 
from Guantanamo that Lieut. Graeme 
died Saturday. William King, ordinary 
seaman, and Frederick C. Fisher, chief 
gunner’s mate, are in a grave condition. 
All others doing well.’’ 

Lieut. Graeme’s Record, 


FLieut. Joseph: W. Graeme comes from 
one of the oldest families in this sec- 
tion. He was appointed by Congressman 
lfines in 1893, after winning a competl- 
tive examination. He was graduated in 
isy7 and was assigned to the Iowa, in 
which he served during the Spanish- 
Aimerican War. His description of the 
baitle of Santiago, in a letter to his par- 
ents, was the first by an officer of the 
Squadron which was published. He 
sailed in.the Iowa through the Magallan 
Straits to the Pacific Station. Coming 
Ijast to Annapolis for the two years’ ex- 
amination, heywas assigned to the gun- 
boat Marietta land with her saw active 
service in the Philippines. There he was 
taken seriovely ill and was sent to Chi- 
na. After“his recovery he was assigned 
to the naval gun factory in the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard in 1902 and served 
there until April, 1995, when he was or- 
dered aboard the cruiser Maryland. 

in naval circles there is much specula- 
tion as to how the accident happened, 
and as to the peculiar fact that the 
I\earsarge was not damaged. It is also 
a matter of wonder to the naval offi- 
cers that more men were not killed or 
injured, 

There were 25 men in the turret when 
the accident happened, and how they 
escaped with their lives and without in- 
jury cannot be explained by the officers 
here. Another curious thing about the 
explosion is that only three sections of 
the powder became ignited without set- 
ting fire to the full charge which weighs 
about 3 pounds. The charge is divided 
into four sections. Bach section weighs 
between 8) and 90 pounds and is placed 
in a cotton cloth bag. These bags are 
made in such a manner so that when all 
four sections are inserted behind the 
projectile in the breech of the gun they 
fill practically all the available space. 


Cause a Mystery. 
When the gun is fired the bags are 
shot through the muzzle of the gun. 
Smouldering pieces of the cloth bags 
often remain in the breech or in thé rear 


end of the gun. No such pieces could 
have caused the explosion as a portion 
of the new charge was, according to the 
official report, in the gun and remained 
intact. 


BURNER OF HOME 
LD AS A MANIAC 


Wife Sick in City Hospital, 
Where He Is Observa- 
tion Prisoner. 


James Duffy, who set fire to his dwell- 
ing because he and his wife were unable 
to live peacefully together, is in the 
observation ward of the City Hospital, 
unaware that his wife, Mrs. Kate Duf- 


fy, is also in the institution suffering 
irom nervous prostration. 

Duffy was sent to the hospital from 
the Mounted District Police Station, 
where he was locked up after confessing 
that he set fire to his home. Shortly 
after Duffy was sent to the hospital, an 
ambulance call was received from Mrs. 
ety who said she was destitute and 
ill. 

She learned that her husband was in 
the hospital when she arrived, but did 
not ask to see him. Duffy was found to 
be suffering from a painful malady, and 
his actions at and after the fire lead 
the physicians to believe him not men- 
tally responsible. 

After the fire Saturday Duffy told the 
police that his wife spent qnly an occa- 
sional night at home, and he had become 
tired of that manner of living. Three 
weeks ago he sent his three children to 
an orphan esylum. 

Saturday he went to his home at 5615 
North Market street, packed his belong- 
ings and waited for his wife to come 
home, When she arrived he told her to 
get her clothes out of the house, as he 
was going to burn-it down.
